APORE AND THAILAND. 
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BBB: THE TOTAL NUMBER OF CAMBODIANS IS ESTIMATED AT MORE THAN 
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10,000, INCLUDING SOME 8,000 IN THAILAND AND 2,000 ON UNITED STATES 
TERRITORY. 

CCC: FURTHERMORE, SEVERAL THOUSAND CAMBODIANS AND VIETNAMESE, 
INCLUDING DIPLOMATS, STUDENTS AND OTHERS, ARE NOW STRANDED IN A 
NUMBER OF COUNTRIES THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 

DDD: MY OFFICE HAS STARTED TO STRENGTHEN THE NETWORK OF UNHCR

TO EMBASSIES AND CONSULATES OF COUNTRIES OF POTENTIAL RESETTLE- 
MENT. IN A NUMBER OF CASES FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE HAS ALREADY BEEN 
GIVEN FOR TRANSPORTATION FROM COUNTRIES OF TEMPORARY ASYLUM TO COUN- 
TRIES OF RESETTLEMENT. 

TO ENABLE THESE ACTIVITIES TO YIELD RAPID AND TANGIBLE RESULTS 
AND TO REDUCE TO A MINIMUM THE WAITING PERIOD IN COUNTRIES OF TEM- 
PORARY ASYLUM AS WELL AS THE COST OF CARE AND MAINTENANCE, I 
SHOULD BE GRATEFUL IF YOUR GOVERNMENT COULD INDICATE AT THE EARLI- 
EST OPPORTUNITY, IN RESPONSE TO MY EARLIER REQUEST, HOW MANY CAMBO- 
DIANS AND VIETNAMESE, WHO DO NOT OPT FOR VOLUNTARY REPATRIATION, 

IT COULD ACCEPT FOR DURABLE RESETTLEMENT. 

ONE IMPORTANT POINT WHICH I SHOULD ALSO LIKE TO BRING TO THE 
ATTENTION OF YOUR GOVERNMENT IS THE FINANCIAL ASPECTS INVOLVED, AS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONSIDERABLE COSTS WILL HAVE TO BE BORNE BY MY OFFICE IF THIS OP- 
ERATION IS TO SUCCEED. FUNDS ARE URGENTLY NEEDED FOR CARE AND 
MAINTENANCE DURING TEMPORARY ASYLUM, TRANSPORTATION COSTS FOR VOL- 
UNTARY REPATRIATION AND RESETTLEMENT, AND ANCILLARY EXPENDITURE BOTH 
IN COUNTRIES OF TEMPORARY ASYLUM AND IN COUNTRIES OF RESETTLEMENT. 
WHILE MY OFFICE IS STILL ENGAGED IN A DETAILED EVALUATION OF THIS 
FINANCIAL ASPECT, IT IS EVIDENT THAT FUNDS IN TERMS OF MILLIONS 
OF US DOLLARS WILL BE REQUIRED, FOR WHICH NO PROVISION COULD BE MADE 
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WITHIN THE PROGRAMME APPROVED FOR 1975. I SHOULD BE MOST GRATEFUL, 
THEREFORE, IF IN ADDITION TO FACILITATING THE DURABLE RESETTLEMENT 
OF CAMBODIANS AND VIETNAMESE, YOUR GOVERNMENT COULD ALSO GIVE EARLY 
CONSIDERATION TO MAKING A SUBSTANTIAL SPECIAL CONTRIBUTION TO MY 
OFFICE TO ENABLE IT TO CARRY OUT THE ACTIVITIES OUTLINED ABOVE.
